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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicant's amendment filed on July 24, 2009 was received. Claim 1 was 
amended. Claims 2, 6 and 7 were cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. In view of Applicant's amendment of claim 1 , the Examiner withdraws the 
previously set forth rejection of claims 1, 3-5, 8 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by Komiya as detailed in the Office Action dated February 12, 2009. 

4. Claims 1 , 3-5, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Kreur et al. (hereinafter "Kreur") (U.S. Pat. No. 6,264,857). 

Regarding claims 1 , 5, 8 and 9, Kreur teaches a proton conductor comprising an 
acid and a nonaqueous amphoteric material (see col. 2, lines 5-14). The acid acts as a 
Bronsted proton donor and is particularly preferred to be p-toluenesulfonic acid, 
methylsulfonic acid, or trifluoromethylsulfonic acid (see col. 2, lines (53-67). The 
nonaqueous amphoteric material may be one of the following structures (pyrimidine, 
pyridazine, pyrazine and imidazole): 
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where X = NH; Y = N; and R = H, CH, C 2 H 5 or C0 2 R\ with R' = H or CH 3 (groups with a 
total number of constitutional atoms other than H of 3 or less; hydrocarbon group with 3 
or less carbon atoms; carbonyl group; carboxyl group; nitro group). Particular 
preference is given to low molecular weight compounds which contain imidazole or 
pyrazole as amphoteric groups (see col. 4, lines 1-24). 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, Kreur teaches that the low molecular weight 
amphoteric materials preferably have a molecular weight of <500g/mol (see col. 3, lines 
54-56). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. In view of Applicant's amendment of claim 1 , the Examiner withdraws the 
previously set forth rejection of claims 2, 6 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Komiya as detailed in the Office Action dated February 12, 2009. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
